Hi Richard and Robert: 


Incident command has proposed to the R8 RICT and HQ OEM to perform some limited repair to 
response related damages to address sediment deposition in low flow residential areas. David 
Ostrander referred me to you and HQ OEM wanted me to reach out to you on this. 


Attached is a more detailed rationale and criteria for the specific cases in which we feel it’s 
justified to perform this repair.
